Pope  Duncan,  a  native  of  Georgia,  came  to  Stetson  in  1977  to  serve  as  its 
seventh  president.  During  the  next  10  years,  the  University  would  progress  in  the 
areas  of  endowment,  academics,  faculty  salaries,  and  campus  renovation.  Stetson 
achieved  this  under  Dr.  Duncan's  leadership  with  the  STETSON/$50,000,0(X) 
campaign.  I 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  "Duncan  Years,"  the  University  attained  another  goal: 
national  recognition.  Stetson  has  been  recognized  in  several  national  publications 
as  one  of  the  best  colleges  or  universities  in  the  Southeastern  United  States. 

Dr.  Duncan  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculties  of  Stetson,  Mercer  University,, 
and  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  He  served  as  president  of  thej 
Association  of  Church  Related  Colleges  and  Universities  of  the  South,  and  as  a\ 
member  of  the  Florida  Council  of  100.  He  and  his  wife,  Margaret  —  who  is  a 
published  poet  —  have  three  daughters. 

Although  Dr.  Duncan  is  retiring  as  president  this  academic  year,  Stetson  is 
fortunate  to  have  this  relationship  continue.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  honored 
Dr.  Duncan  by  asking  him  to  serve  as  the  University's  second  Chancellor.

For  the  first  time  in  the  universi- 
ty's history,  Stetson  had  a  presi- 
dent-elect to  provide  the  opportu- 
nity for  a  smooth  transition  be- 
tween Dr.  Pope  Duncan  and  Dr. 
Doug  Lee.  It  allowed  Dr.  Lee  to 
become  accustomed  to  the  de- 
mands of  the  position  and  to  learn 
through  visiting  other  universities 
what  he  can  do  to  make  his  ad- 
ministration run  smoothly. 

Dr.  Lee  talked  with  the  presi- 
dents of  Emory,  Mercer,  Trinity, 
and  his  alma  mater.  University  of 
Richmond  to  get  their  advice  on 
how  they  make  their  institutions 
function  smoothly.  Each  president 
stressed  the  importance  of  an  as- 
sistant to  the  president  and  Dr.  Lee 
is  planning  on  appointing  such  a 
person. 

Throughout  the  year  Dr.  Lee 
spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  search 
for  the  new  provost.  The  changes 


in  the  administration  were  being 
made  with  Dr.  Lee  as  the  presi- 
dent-elect in  order  to  let  him 
choose  with  whom  he  would  be 
able  to  work  best. 

Dr.  Duncan  said  he  had  no  sec- 
ond thoughts  about  leaving  Stet- 
son because  he  feels  that  the  uni- 
versity is  in  good  hands  with  Dr. 
Lee.  He  is  looking  forward  to  his 
retirement  and  plans  on  spending 
five  months  out  of  the  year  at  his 
cottage  in  North  Carolina  where 
he  will  do  some  writing.  He  will 
also  serve  as  chancellor  to  Stetson 
and  will  work  on  the  committee  of 
Southern  Colleges  and  Universities

Organizing  the  various  depart- 
ments in  the  University,  the  Deans  co- 
ordinated both  daily  events  and  long 
term  projects  for  the  University. 

Over  the  past  ten  years  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  has  expanded 
tremendously,  and  during  the  pre- 
vious year  the  school  underwent  a 
reworking  and  refining  of  its  curricu- 
lum. Dr.  Gary  Maris,  Arts  and  Science 
Dean;  expressed  great  pride  in  pro- 
grams such  as  the  year  abroad,  Rus- 
sian Studies,  the  newly  created  Latin 
American  Studies  minor,  and  the 
Honors  Program. 

The  Dean  of  the  School  of  Busi- 
ness, Dr.  William  Wright,  spoke  highly 
of  the  school's  accounting  depart- 
ment, whose  graduates  have  consis- 
tently received  outstanding  scores  on 
the  national  standardized  accounting 
exam.  He  also  noted  the  quickly  ex- 
panding computer  division,  which  has 
instituted  five  new  courses  and  re- 
ceived 50,000  dollars  for  equipment 
to  tie  the  network  into  one  main 
frame  located  in  Flagler  Hall.  "The 
strength  of  the  Business  School  is  the 
students  and  the  professional  organi- 
zations," Dr.  Wright  said. 


Aside  from  its  many  community- 
oriented  programs,  the  music  school 
welcomed  several  outside  perform- 
ers throughout  the  year.  Dean  James 
Woodward  expressed  the  impor- 
tance that  the  faculty  members  re- 
main active  in  performing. 

Dr.  Clyde  Fant,  the  Dean  of  Chap- 
el, planned  the  interdenominational 
chapel  service  every  Wednesday. 
Students  and  faculty  members  partici- 
pated in  this  service  by  performing 
such  functions  as  the  litany  and  scrip- 
ture readings.  Also,  eighteen  interna- 
tionally recognized  theologians  came 
to  lecture  on  current  issues. 

The  Department  of  Continuing 
Education  and  Research  and  Gradu- 
ate Studies  worked  to  establish  a  liai- 
son between  Stetson  and  the  com- 
munity and  to  help  the  general  public 
keep  up  with  changes  in  society.  Dr. 
Douglas  Strickland  hoped  to  expand 
the  program  into  new  areas.
